corrupted in his veins or not: As if putrefaction of the blood, — 
were neceffarily the efficient caufe of the Difeafe; but by the 
common experience of Anatomy , the blood is found not to 
putrefy within the vein many daies after death; much lefs than

the Difeafe tothe Tran{piration of corrupted blood, and that, 
to anextraordinary heat, But the blood being fuppofed to be 
vitious 5 to preventits diflation by cooling, were fooner to 
introduce death, than aremedy; befides, Tranfpiration 1s not 
the effect of heat effective, but excitative only s for the blood 
is properly volatizd by the Vital {piritand its own Ferment, 
whofe operation is more powerful than that cf Fire; for Glafs 
held for the laft a& of Fire, is really further reducible by the 
help of Ferment into water: So then the action of extream 
heat({uchas is {uppofed here) would rather have deficcated and 
and fixt the blood than have mov it to Tranfpiration ; Beit 
then properly the act of the Vital fpirit and Ferment, and 
not of heat, and confequently no need of cooling in our 
cafe.

theleffe quickly raifes a burning, paine, and phlegmor in the 
part, inasmuch as the fenfitive Spirit being hurt by the thorne, 
provokes the Archeus to expulfion; if which’endeavour, the 
‘Spirit is firftaccended and then the part: Hence expert Phyfi. 
tians direct their cure of fevers and other acute Difeafes, to ~ 
the pacation of the Archeus, without purging or letting of 
blood ; how contrary was the procedure of thofe Phyfitians — 
who blooded this youth twenty times to affwage the heat cf 
his fever ; but tohow little purpofe thefe large profufions of 
blood are, may appear by the mifcrable death of Pr. Ferdinand 
Governer of Flanders,who in the year 41 fell fick of a fever,his 
Phyfitians (according to the method of thefe) with reiterated 
Phlebotomies fo exhaufted the ftock of his'blood, that being 
dead » and his Heart, Lungs, Liver, Veines, and Arteries 
diffected in the prefence of Van Flelmont,there was {carce found 
a {poonfull of blood left in his body, and yet the day before his 
death, he had fufteined as violent a fitt of his feaver as at firft; 
[leave it then tothe Judgement of the indifferent Reader that _ 
hath not Subjugated his reafon tothe Authority and vulgar 
practice of others'to the contrary, to judge whether Bleedin: 
be aptroper Remedy for afever, when the Exantlation of all- 
‘moft the whole Maffe of blood, had not fo much as made any 
Diminution of the Paroxifme. Butto ftrengthen this my opt- 
nion a little further, which feemes to be fir cular, eafily ro gain 
credit, take this Faikalian Tabane Let a vetlel OF new Wine be-

whole: but if an untimely Fermentation happen, tending to 
the deftraction of the Wine, let him but caft ina due propor- 
tion of milk,and he fhall quickly'finde that furious orgafme of 
the Wine to ceafe ; fothat this turbulent motion in the Wine 


_ eitlver ceafes naturally,the Heterogenious parts being feparated 


by due Fermentation, or elfe by Sedatzon, as inthe experiment 
by milk,the like method feemes moft rational in the: cure of a 


fever, either by Medicines feparative , of which 1 prefer Dia- — 


phoreticks, or fedative without phlebotomie , by which there 
alwayes happens fome irreparable loffe ; for though not only 
the blood, butinfluous Spirit too, be reftorable by our daily 
food, yet the loffe of the infitous or innate Spirit is never re- 
coverable by art or Nature ; ifit were it would not be impof- 
fible by arc to render men immortal. If then either the infuc- 
cesfulnefs of the practice, or reafon may prevaile; ladvifethe 
Gallenifts to make ufe of powerful Diaphoreticks in rectifying 
the blood, or fach fedative Medicines:as can’ quier the enor- 
montick Spirit, rather than this needleffe cuftome of Bleeding. 


Efpecially fince the Angina , Peripneumonia,aud Pleurifie can 


more fpeedily and fecurely be cured without it. The Experi- 
mentor here feemes to be well fatisfied with his conceipt of 


ftagnation of the blood inthe veffels, thinking:his opinion fuf- _ 
ficiently confirm’d by the-iffuing forth of\a’blood blacker and 


thicker than ordinary upon the opening of the patients vein. 


But the Lrhopian?in' their youthfuland mot vigourous eftate 


of health, are faid to have their blood very black, with little or 
no Serum. And upon infpection of the ‘blood of ‘neer 200

Medicinal ufe of the blood) goes further, and making choice 
of the moft different fortes, Firft, tryes them by their analyfes, 
then by their virtues, adminiftring them prepar'd feverally ac-. 
cording to Art, and finds them (uotwithftanding their diverfi- 
ty of colours) of equal force in medicines fo that this fort of 
divination by colour feemes full of uncertainty. As Dyers out 
of the fame vate, and fame tinging liquor, at the fame time 
give feveral colours,according as the feveral peices are various- 
ly pradifpos’d ; fo perhaps the univocal liquor of the Stomack 
in its progreffion to the liver, meeting by the way with feyeral 
Ferments, receives feveral tinctures, without any Deprayation 
at all of its Subftance. » For proof of this the foregoing experi- 
ments may fuffice. 

Now as tothe procefs 5_ the 4rterial blood of the Lamb, is © 
immitted into she veda, of the man the Patient finds a great 
heat all along his Arm but not any further. The reafon per- 
haps why he finds a heat in his Arm and no further, may be the 
impetuofity of motion in the narrow chanel of the Arm. by the 
irruition of a quantity of frefh blood, which entring by the fub- 
clavia into the large afcendant trunck of the Cava , though 
quickening the: motion there, yethaving more room and be. 
ing mote immerg’d 5 the exceffive heat ceafes, for no more 
new bloed enters this. great channel than pafl’d the leffers be- 
fides, motion of impulfe is fo much the quicker, by how much 
it isneerer to the zmpellent. Nor fhall I doubr to affigne the 
cure both of his fide and fever, principally to the nimbler cir- 
culatiomof the blood of the Patient, atuated as -well by the 
extrinfick motion of the Arterial blood of the Lamb, as by its 
tenuity, for it may probably be'fuppos'd: much thinner than the 
Venal blood of the Patient, fiace naturally the Arterial blood 
is thinner and moves fafter than the Vera/, Nature feemes to.

The blood of a male Goate 
rightly prepar’d (for as tis found in Apothecaries fhops it failes) 
certainly cures the Pleurifieand Peripneumonia, The blood 
of an Oxe is faid tocurethe Dyfenteriec. Theblood of aCat 
cures the Falling-ficknefs and Herpes. Ofthe blood of a male» 
Deer is made a Balfom againft the Gout. The blood of a 
Fox is an excellent remedy againft the Stone in the Reins or 
Bladder, Ifthen Blood extravafated be endued with fo many 
admirable and powerful virtues; what may we expect from it 
communicated (as in this our Experiment) without any lofs at 
all of its mumial virtues? furely fuch an addition of Vital trea- 
fure to the depauperated ftore, muft needs enrich it withnew 
ftrength, quicken all the Vital faculties, and might with very — 
good reafon overcome our Patients Fever, : 

There is yet a confideration which perhaps may not feem 
vain to fuch as are acquainted with Hermetick Philofophy, and 
tis this, a Lamb is efteemed to be the meekeft and moft peace- 
“ able Animal Nature has brought forth; why then might Apt BS 
bloo 
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blood figillated with conformable Idea’s, by the imagination 
of the Archeus, introduce fuch a pacation into the tumultuous 
blood of the Patient as was {ufficient for his cure? For thus cer- 
tain Arcana prepared by fecret Art(unknown to all vulgar Chy- - 
mifts) by inducing onely reft and in the Enormontick {pirit, are 
efteem’d by Paracel/us and Van Helmont (and fome of ‘them 
‘known to my felf) for almoft Univerfal Medicines.
